Parakkai Inscriptions. 

Parakkai, a village five miles to the south-west of Xagercoil, contains a 
temple dedicated to Madhusadana-vinnagar-Emberuma©. Another small and 
ruined Siva temple in this village is called the «y{.i«ra/-Mahadeva. This latter 
does not appear to be old. A broken stone which has been inserted as the lintel 
of its tumble-down doorway and which contains a few syllables in Vatteluttu,' uiay 
have been brought from somewhere and made to serve that strucfu>al. purpose. 

I’he Vishnu temple, on the other hand, must have been one of sufficient 
antiquity as testified to by a Pandya epigraph engraved on what is now the 
saptarmtrika-balikkal. This slab must have been the ktimuda-memher of the granite 
baseuient of the original garbhagriha^ and when that shrine was repaired some 
centuries later, the upj^r surface of this fragment of stone appears to have been 
fashioned out into the nine pitka-WkQ elevations, to represent the (seven) saptamatris, 
Ganesa and VTrabhadra. Otherwise, it is not possible to explain the presence of an 
inscription on such a stone. Moreover, the beginnings of each of the lines cf this 
record must have been incised on another similarly moulded stone which is miss- 
ing, and the incomplete inscription must also have" been continued on some other 
stones which have now been lost. 

This record is dated in the 2nd 4- 5th year of a Pandya king whose name, 
fortunately preserved uydaiya-Maxarkkit\^ must have been ‘gadaiya-Maya^, *. e., 
Maraii, the son of Sadaiyan. This inscription mentions that Kllalmangalam -was 
a brahmadeya in Nanji-nadu and that the temple of Madhusttdana-vinpavar-Peru- 
ma;i was situated therein. From another inscription- w'e learn that Kllarmanga- 
1am had the other name of Abhimanameru-chaturvedimangalam, and from this 
fact, w'e may guess that the village owed its name to, and was probably the gift to 
brahmans by, a Pandya king -who was called AbJiimdnamerii , As this was the title 
of the Pandya king Kajasimha III who was also a Sadaiya-Mayati, we may rtason- 
aV)ly identify the king of this Vatteluttu fragment with Kajasimha 111,^ the donor 
of the lugger Sinnamauur plates. It is also another piec:e of confirmatory evidence 
that the regnal years of that sovereign have also been found calculated from the 2nd 
veur, as in the present record. The Sinnamanur plates tvere issued in the 2nd + 
14tli 3 ear ^ of the king and the present record must therefore have been engravec 
nine years earlier; it is possible that the village Kilarmahgalam got its surname oi 
Abhimananieru-chaturvedimangalam after the 7th year. The Vishnu temple maj 
therefore be attributed, though not in its present form, to the 10th century a. d

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approximately. It kis not been sung by Kunimalvar (circa 8th eent.) although 
Tirupj)<iti.'^aniin close by has had that honour. 

Kllarmangalam has also been mentioned in some of the records as Valiko- 
lli-Kllarmaftgalam. ValikoUi-kllal probably signifies the goddess ‘Durga, who 
destroys the strength of enemies’; but as th(? form of the word used, namely, Kllar 
connotes ‘a headman, a chieftain’, Kliannangulam would then mean ‘the village 
of, or named after, a kildu (honorific kiidr). It ma}’ l>e noted that kildr has also 
the meanings of ‘a garden’, ‘an irrigation basket’; but these haA c no appropriate- 
ness here. 

Of the other rec<n’ds copied from the temple, three give the names of three 
Travancore sovereigns, while the remaining nine are the usual documents register- 
ing certain endowments of money or land made by pious individuals for the ex- 
penses of conducting certain items of worship to the god, or for feeding some hrah- 
mans in the temple. 

One, howexer, registers the grant of some land to an architect as sirpaviriitti 
t. e., as a kdniyatchi to an architect for his professional services to the temple. Simi- 
lar donations of viruiti holdings for the benefit of individuals coiitributmg several 
services are the kukd-vinitti, mdhti-viruiii, kombu'Xrirutti, iianddvana-virutiiy patfu- 
viruiti etc. for playing on the flute in the temple, for the supply of flower gar- 
lands, for bloxving on the horn during srihali processions, for rearing the flower- 
garden of the temple, for chanting devotional songs at the time of worship etc. res- 
pectively.

Abstract of Contents. 

On the 24th .day of the month of Vaika§i in the Kollam year 627, Periya- 
nayitiar-Mayilejumperuinati of Kaflai gave to Saflkattalagar some land, from the 
produce of which, daily offerings at the rate of four ndli of rice, one d^kku of

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ghee, one palam of sugar, four plantains, one perpetual lamp and four garlands 
had to l)e provided to the god. 

Tirukkottiyur is willed Tiriinarayam-chaturvedimaiigalain. 


No. 51* — Record of Yira Ravi-Ravivarman: Kollam 640. 

This record is engraved on two slabs of stone which have somehow found 
thiar way into the pavement of the inner prdkcira round the (jarhUagriha of the tem- 
ple. Dated in Kollam 640 and in the reign of king Vira Ravi-Ravivarman Tirujipap- 
]Dur-Muttatiruvadi of Kilapperur, tliis inscription registers the royal gift of some 
lands for tbe conduct of the pandlradl-piijai for the god Madhusudana-vinnagar- 
Emberiiman; but as the end of tlic first stone and the top of the second appear to 
have been chipped off, further details of these grants are not determinable. 

The Trivandrum Temple Chronicles mention a Travancore king named 
VIra Ravi-Ravivarman in th(‘ Kollam year 620, and another between the years 
651 and 687; but as the earlier of these has been given the title of Venattu-Muttadu 
only, and as the otlna* was Tirujipappur-Muttavar of Kilapperur, the king of the 
Parakkai record who has similar titles has to be identified with the latter. Whether 
he had actually reigniid up to so lat(‘ as Kollam 687 has yet to be (“onfirmed by 
e pigraph ica 1 e vid oi i ce . 

In the second slab of tliis inscription, the income from a number of light 
cesse.s has been mentioned as having been transferred to the temjilc’s revenue, 
namely: — paUi-variiiam: (fishing lease); idangai (taxon left-hand 

castes); uttaipp attain (silt clearance rights); ^ettikal-peril uldvu-kdtchai (trade 
taxes on setti-merchanfs); imdif/ai (exchange fee); nul-taraku (commission on 
thread); (brokerage of one liandifn! ])er basket? of nuts); kai- 
(renewal tax); ^ekklrai (tax on oil-mills); tarl-kadamal (tax on looms); 
fienai-angadi (bazaar tolls); pachiliai-pdttam ou greens); oU ranndrpdrai 
(tax on Ava.shei-men’s stoiuis); kodi-dgam (tax on tlu* betel-vine) and raligdi/am 
(tolls) etc. 

This record was issued on tlie 12th day of Paiigiuii in the Kollam year 
640, which was a Friday with suklapaksha ekadasi-/fzV/n’ and Pushya-nakshatra; 
and its English e(iuiv;dent is a. d. 1165, ^larch 8.

Oil tlio Gtli day of Arpiisi in tlie Kollain year G85, which was a I riday with 
l^unai’iiusaui-naksliatra. the gift of a laniji-stand weighing 84 palam and of an 
anutunt 400 Nciinir‘ni-Lvaliyugaranian-/im.i«ni w'as made by Seriippajli Harisvami- 
Bhatra of the Kasyapa-gotra and the Apastamba-sutra, a resident of Periinallur 
alias Snndara-PancIya-chaturvodimangalain, a brah^nadei/a of Asu-nadii for main- 
taining a })erpetnai lamp in the Kilshna temple at Kilar-mangalam a/ids Abhi- 
manamern chaturvedimangalam in >fanji-nadii. 

The interest of 4:j)anam per month which Avould accrue on this 400 panam 
at the rat(' of one ])er cent per mensem, Avas to be obtained from the dyappanam 
1. c., revenue derivable from the pallam, Manakkudi and Orapoki parru lands. It 
was also stipulated that, when there was any stoppage of this income, it Avas to be

No. 86— Record of Yira-Keralavarman: Kollam 733. 

A furlong from the xillage of Parakkai is a wayside ambalam^ and a 
pillar set up in front of it contains a Tamil record dated in Kollam 733 in the reign 
of a Travancore king named Jayatimganatta Vetirumankonda-Bhutelavlra §ri-Vlra- 
Kmia\ arman, the senior member of Sijaivay. It registers that the king was pleased 
to exempt from some taxes the lands, which a private individual had endowed for 
the maintenance of a watershed in that village. The king is stated to have been 
approached on two occasions — once at the time of his visit to the Karungaiyil Bha- 
gavatJ temple on the 16tli of Tai in the Kollam year 733, and a second time on 
the 6th day of Margali in the year 36 (*. 5., 736), when he was in the temple of 
Madhiisudana vinnagar-Emberumati s<t Parakkai; and the final combined order 
was issued when he was staying at the Bhagavat] temple. 

This king Vlra-Keraiavarman Siraivay-Muttavar has been represented by 
this solitary inscription only, and on its strength he may be considered to have 
reigned at least between Tai 733 and Margali 736. The Temple Chronicles make 
mention of a VTra -Keralavarman, also known as Unni-Keralavarman, in Kollam 
731, Mlnam 2, Monday, and in Kollam 736, Mithuna 13, Tuesday. He thus 
apppears to be identical with the king referred to in this Parakkai e})igraph. 
While the latter is said to have been a feiraivay-Mfittavar, the Chronicles connect 
the former wdth the Kilappertir house also-

Abstract of Contents. 

On the 1st day of the month of Adi in the Kollam year 749, which was a 
Wednesday with dvada§i-tithi of the first fortnight and Annsha-nakshatra the 
officials of the temple of god Madhusudana-vinpagar-EraberumS-ft at Kll9.r-maAga- 
km in Nanji-nadu appointed Adichchan-Adichchau of Tiruvattayu-defeara as the 
treasury accountant (bhanddra-kanakku) and gave him the documents which had 
been granted to Ichchurac-Amarapperumal in Kollam 722, when he had been 
selected for that post. 

According to this writ, Adichoha^-Adicbcha^ was entitled to a remuner- 
ation of two kd^(ai of paddy per month, one ndli of cooked rice per day and some 
other minor perquisites, so long as he continued to write up and maintain the 
temple accounts. 

A few signatures follow. 
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No. 88— Record of BhutalaYira-RamaYarman: Kollam 762. 


The two door jambs of the entrance just behind the balikkcd of the temple 
have a record dated in Kollam 762 current after Saka 1508, on the 15th of Purat- 
tasi which was a Tuesday with dvada&i and TiruvO^am-nakshatra. It registers the 
gift of some lands having the sowing ciipacity of 35 koffai which king SaAkara- 
uarayaija Veoxunoi^AkoncJa BhtLtalavIra Ramavarmao Sijaivay-Mtlttavar, who was 
born in the Karttikai-asterism had made for conducting an early morning service 
(ushdpuja) called Senbagarama^-fiandi. These lands were left in the possession 
of Deviyar, the daughter of AndukoxwJa Nachchiyar of Isantimaftgalam on 
rdnmai (tenure), and she had to measure out daily to the temple 4 ndli of good 
rice for the god’s offerings. 

From the Quilon record published in the Travancore Archceplogical Series,^ 
it has been surmised that the Travancore ruler of the 15th century named Rama 
varman (Kollam 646-59) had called himself Sepbagaramaij; and in the present 
record also, the early morning service was named Seijbagaramaft - ianrf* by 
another king Ramavarmau, who lived one full century later in Kollam 762. As it 
is not reasonable to suppose that the later king had commemorated the hame of 
his distant predecessor, it may be premised that the Travancore king Rama- 
varman of Kollam 7 62 had also affected the same title of Seijbagarftma©. The 
Kollam date 762 has been confirmed by the mention of the $aka year 1508, and 
there is thus no possibility of considering it as Kollam 662, so as to attribute this 
record also to the other well-known Rimavarma^j of Kollam 659, who was respon- 
sible for some beautiful architectural additions to the Suchlndram temple. 

It may be interesting to note that the record of a ViSakham-Tirunal Rftma- 
varman is found at Chidambaram^ in Kollam 762; it therefore follows that the 
ruler mentioned in this record who was born in the star Karttikai and was different 
from the king of the Chidambaram epigraph.

No, 93 — Cape Comorin record of Udaiyamarttandavarman: Kollam 708. 

The subjoined inscription, engraved on the four sides of a pillar in front of 
the JMiairava-nadai in the Cape Comorin temple, belongs to the reign of Sankara- 
narayana V'e^;)rumankonda Bhutalavrra Udai 5 'amarttandavarman Tiruppappur- 
Muttavar of Jayatunga-nadu- From other records of this king which have been 
found in plenty both in South Travancore and in the adjoining villages of the 
Tinnevelly district, we learn that this king had an eventful reign from about Kol- 
lam 691 as indicated by the following resume of this king’s records, which has 
been given by Mr. K. . Subrahmanya Ayyar ii^ the Annual Report for 1096 

M. E. 

“The records of this king found in the Tiiine\ clly district range in date 
from Kollam 691 to Kollam 720 and in all of them the king gets his usual 
epithets.- His Brahmadesam inscription informs us that he was encamped at 
Ve}akkurichchi in Miilli-nadu in Kollam 691 when he made a gift of V’^eppangu- 
1am alias VTramarttandap[)creri for offerings and worship to the temple of Kula- 
s^kharam-udaiya-Nayinar at Brahmadesam. In the next year when the king was 
staying in his new palace at Kalakkadu, he made grants of lands in favour of the 
temples of Tiruppottrclichuram-udaiya Nayi^ar, Erichchavudaiyar-Udaiyamart- 
tandan-Nayinar and Kariyamanikka-Alvar at Velakkurichchi (/. <?., Ambasamu- 
dram). [There is a record at Melachchevv^.d in the Tinnevelly district dated in the 
same year, and it j)robably belongs to the same king. It records the rcconsecr- 
ation of the temple of Udaiyavar at Sevval alias Kanavitiiya*Papdya-chaturv6di- 
mangalam, on its being deserted during the occupation of the Muhammadans for 
some time, by Muttachchai Kandau-Keralaft of Mudiyfir-illam in Kurakkeni- 
Kollain- He k stated to have renamed the village as Vlra-Keralanallur to have 
started the repairs in Kollam 662, to have constructed the whole temple from the 
updna to the sffipi, to ha\e built the shrine of the goddess as well as the mahd- 
mandapa, sopdna etc., and to have provided for worship and festi\als. It is 
worthy of note that a native of Quilon (Kurakkeni- Kollam) executed all these. 
It shows the abiding interest the Travancore kings had in some parts of Tinnevelly, 
and furnishes evidence as to how far the Muhammadan invasion of the 14th cen- 
tury affected South India and what time it took for the country to assume normal 
conditions] . Two years later, i. e., in Kollam 694, wdien the king w-as staying in 
the temple at Vada§fa*i near Suchindram in Kanji nadu, he granted lands in Nadu- 
virkarai-vadakodu and Ijangokkndi to the same temples at Ambasamudram. In 
Kollam 698, Miisi 10, the king was stopping in his new- mansion built inthe Agara- 
slrmai of \Tramarttanda-chaturvedimahgalam at kalakkadu alias Solakulavalli- 
puram. On this occasion, he presented seven tanks with all their revenues to the 
V'^ishnu temple at Matinarkoyil, Another two years after, i. e., in Kollam 700, 
we se(! the king making further grants of gardens etc., to the temple at Amba- 
samudram. The temple of Kulasekhara-Isvaramudaiyar at Kallidaikurichchi was 
the recipient of some of his gifts made in Kollam 706. One of the inscriptions of

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Pallakkal In the Ambasamudram Taluk dated in Kollain 716 informs us that there 
was instituted in the Vishnu temple of that place a service called Senbagaramati- 
6andi, the teinpY' itself being termed [Ylaiyamarttanda-viniiiivar-Emberumati. 
The latest record of the king is dated in Kollam 722 and comes from Tirnppudai- 
marudur nciir Ambasamudram. It states that the king was encamjx^d at 
Ku^;irattui'. From the inscriptions noticed above, ii will be observed that he was 
one of th(‘ rulers of Travancore from Kollam (591 to Kollam 7:^2. that he was 
staying both in Tinnevelh' and in Travancore, that he was religiously and charit- 
ably disposed to a high degree, and that he had several possessions in Tinnevelly 
in addition to those of Travanc-ore. ” 


It may thus l>e seen that this king had extended his con({Uest to tla^ other 
side of the (Thats into the Tinnevelly district; and as the crippled Pandya could 
not retaliate on this ])owcrful Travancore ruler, he had to call in the aid of Kri- 
shnadevaraya, the Croat. The Travancore king had further merited the anger of 
this Emperor by harbouring VTra-Narasimha alias Chellappa, the rebid- feudatory 
of the Ndjayanagara Empire, Avho had sot at deliance the imperial authority and, 
being defeated, had founrf an asylum in Travancore. Accordingly Salakam- 
Timma, the brother-in-law of the Vijayanagara king Achyutadeva-Maharaya was 
depute(l to invade Ti’avamtore' , and the imperial army met the combined forces of 
the Tiruvadi king and that of the rebel Vira-Xarasimha on the banks of the Ta- 
mraparnl, and <lefeated them. The Tiruvadi king appears to have been released 
some time later, for other inscriptions^ arc found in the Travancore State; but it is 
somewhat doubtful if the fldaiyamarttanda of the Tiru})pudaimarudur record of 
Kollam 722 was the same king.

For this land of the first cLssihcation 4/20 + 3/80 + | of 1/320 in CAXtent, the 
melvdi'am, upadi, vhiiyrxjam and other taxes which we (as king) levy, shall all be 
enjoyed and the service of early niorning worship called Vlr5imarttandal]i-§andi 
shall be conducted, after engraving on stone and copper that it shall continue as 
long as the moon and the sun. The paddy that shall be necessary for offerings 
for the above worship shall be measured in the ratio of 2 to 5 in front of the 
temple. It was also engraved on stone and copper that one kuruni of food for 
every day of worsliip and (the field called) Vat+ippalji shall be given to Xayinan- 
Marttandan and his descendants, as long as the sun and m(X)n endure. 

Thus on the 21 St dav of the ALXrgali month of the Kollam year seven 
hundred and eight, when we were encamped in the village Vlramarttanda-chatur- 
vedimahgalam, called after our own name, in Kajakkadu alias Solakulavallrpuram 
near Pachchayj;u[)pokku in Yanavan-nadu, it was stipulated that the land shall be 
enjoyed, worsliip shall be conducted, and food shall be distributed in the aforesaid 
manner. 

No. 94 — Yadaseri record of Udaiyamarttandavarman . 

The subjoined record is engraved of the wall of the Taliyil Mahadevar 
temple at Yadaseri. It is dated in Kollam 708 whose English equivalent is a. d. 
1532, November 10. It registers the appointment of AriyaXi Sokkati-Periyaperu- 
mii] as the treasury accountant of the tem})le. From similar insiriptions at Tova- 
jai and Talakkudi it is k^arnt that the same individual was appointed to a similar 
office in res|xjct of the other temples also on the same date. This brahman of the 
Suchindram Kodukulasavai must evidently have been a })erson of some note to 
merit a collective appointment in several temples at the same time. From the 
word pajaiyapadi used in the record, it is possible, that the accountant was reap- 
pointed to the posts which he must have once held and subsequently discarded, un- 
less it be jjalaiyajmdi means the usual penpiisites.

Three inscriptions from VadiYisvaram. 

At Vadivlsviirani, which is a suburl) ot' Kottar in South Travancore, there 
is a temple of Siva who goes by the name of VadivIsvaram-udaiya-Nayiiiar and 
whose consort also boars the appropriate name of Alagiyamangai-Nachchiyar. 
TIktc are thre(i inscriptions engraved on a wall of the mandapa inside the temple. 
Two of these are dated in Kollarn 6[6l4 and KoIIam 712 resj>ectively, while the 
third record registers two items of donations made to the temple on two different 
occasions in Kollarn 785 and 786. 

01 these the first dated in Kollarn 6 [6] 4 mentions only that, while the Tra- 
vancore king was staying in the hou^c of Tiruvenkatamudaiyan of the 23rd pa- 
mini at Kallidaiknrichchi on the bank of the river Tamraparnf, he was jdeased to 
make a gdt of 2 md of first class land as d^vad'lna for the expenses of conducting 
daily worship in the teniide of god Vadivlsvaram-udaiya- Nayipar and the goddess 
Alagiyam rigai-Xachchiya,*’ at Kottar rth’u.s Mumniudik^Ianallur in Nanjinadu. 
The record does not furnish any other details to identify this Travancore king. 
The Travancore records hitherto examined give the names of 

VTra Ravi-Kavivarman Kollarn 640 and 

VTra Rama-hamavarman „ 646-59; 

while the Tirukkurungudi bell inscript'on dated in tlie year, Kollarn 644, belongs 
to an Adiryavarman. As at the time of making this gift, its royal donor was 
encamped at Kallidaikkurichchi in his Tinnevelly dominions, it is possible to identi- 
fy him with king Aditya^airman of the Tirukkuruhgudi inscription and with the 
king of the same name figuring in a Suchlndram record of Kollarn 659. 
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The second epigraph belongs to Sankaranarayana \"en^nmankonda Bhu- 
talavira Srl-Ravivarmati of Jayatunga-nadii who was the king of Travancore in 
Kollam 712, and registers the gift to the temple of land capable of yielding 
over 39 of paddy per year. The king is said to have been staying at Paiuik- 
kudi in Muyatta-nadn at the time of the record *. e., oii the 30th Chittirai of the 
Kollam year 7 1 2, eleven days later than the date on which he had made some 
endowments to the SuchTndram temple from the same royal camp. 

From both these records it is evident that a portion of the Tinnevelly Dis- 
trict had belonged to the Travancore kings in the second half of the 7th and the 
first decade of iht; 8th century of the Malabar Era.

Two inscriptions from Kochchepidaram. 

'I'he subjoined two inscriptions come from Kochchepidaram, a suburb of 
Nagercoil. The earlier of them which is dated is Kollam 669 is found engraved 
on a rough stone pillar kcp:. within the circumambulatory passage round the 
central shrine in the Vishnu temple of that village. It simply registers the gift of 
gold made by four individuals, and out of the interest accruing from these amounts, 
it was stipulated that five brahmans should Ixj fed daily in the temple. 

The only point of interest is that out of the four institutors of this feeding- 
charity, one named Gangadhara-Brahmachari was apparently a northerner who 
came from the AryadeSa. ft may be remembered that an epigraph at VadaSeri’ 
of Kollam 661 had mentioned a native of Antarvedirajya who had made some 
gifts to the Krishnasvamin temple at that village. In a few other records^ at Tiru- 
vorjiylii’ (Chingleput District) and 'I'iruvadi (S. .'\rcot District), residents of iCa- 
shmir had figured as doi'ors to the respective temples. From all these instances, 
it appears likely that these individuals were pilgrims who had travelled over the 
full length of the Indian Peninsula visiting the sacred places of pilgrimage, and 
that some temples on the way were the recipients of their benefactions. 

From this record of Kollam 669, it is also learnt that the village was called 
KulaSekhara-chaturvedimafigalam and that the deity Avas called Polindu-ni^^jaru- 
Jiya-Emberuman or ‘the god av ho was pleased to stand in a beautiful atiiiude’; 
and from his star of nativity Avhich has been specified as Rohini, we are enabled 
to identify him with the Krishna aspect of Vishnu. The copper- plate grant, which 
is dated more than a centuiy later, mentions that an individual named Sankaratj- 
Kodai of Pai,iaiyarai in Malai-mandaUm, appearently an official b donging to the 
royal establishment, made a gift of land and money for the conduct of worship to

The founder of a small brahman colony at the former site of Kulasekhara- 
chatur\ edimangalam tlunight it necessary to change it into K6daichcha^l-agaram, 
which is the name that it e.ten now bears, though in the corru])tefl sobri(|uet of 
Kodaichcha-pillaiyar-agaram or Kbchehappidaram, for short. 

The king who was reigning at the time of the copper-plate record in 
Kollam 776 and Ko.lam 778 was Ravivarmati alias Kula§ekhara))erumal; who was 
born in the Tirukkettai-nakshatra. We know this king from his interesting re- 
cords at lieralapuram, Tiruvattarn and Trivandrinn, which range in date from 
Kodam 772 to Kollam 782

Kfishpa-Bhattap, who provided for a feeding charity.

A few early Chola records from South Travancore. 

The follo’iviug records belouoinx to the time of the Chola king Rajakesari- 
varmau Rajaraja 1 (a. d. 085-1 013) arc found engraved in the KanyabhagavatJ 
temple at Cape Comorin, and on a stone s(!t up in the comjxiund of the temp'c of 
o-oddess Kominandai-ammaii at \hidaseri. Although they do not contain any new 
information, tluA' are however pubUshcd here in their rnutilaten’ state, in the 
thought that thev may lx* found useful on account of the regnal years they con- 
tain. The prominent part which this Chola king had played in Soutli Indian his- 
tory has been pointed out elsewhere. 'Phe subjoined records are dated in the Ibth, 
18th and 20th years of his reign. 

Two incom|)lete epigraphs of the Paiidya king Sadaiya-Marau and Majafi- 
Sadaiyay are also found in the same temple and they are also published l)elow. 
Another fragment on the west wall contains tin* iKumdaries of some land which 
had been apparently granted to the temple.

the southern (division of Sona^u) for the expenses of providing offerings to

From the DarSanahkoppu and the VadaSeri records, we learn Aat 
the same individual, who was also called Ns^ya-Mtivendavela^j was a donor to 
those two temples in the 8th and l8th years of Rfijaraja’s reign. We now find, 
him two years later.

This incomplete record is found ongnu ed in Tamil on the base of the central 
shrine of the IlaiyaiiaYii;jS.r temple at Tr^ur and is dated in the 3rd year of the Chok 
king Rajendrasoladeva I (1 013-45). As such it is important, and shows that the 
Chola occupation of the southern j)ortion of Travancore which was Ixjgun by Raja- 
raja I, a score of years ju’cviougly was continued b>- his som It has already been 
noted tliat ^'ilij^am' was renamed Rajendrasolapattiflam and that the Rajendra- 
fiollsvai’am '' at Cholapuram (Kottar) came into existence during the first decade 
of this king's reign* A fnigmcntary inscription' is of this king found at Tiruvattar. 

The donor of the present gift of land was a local chief Ko]n-Koirao 
alias Si’I RajeiidraSola-Tamilappallavaraiyaw. It may be noted that the Kom-

1013-45), is found engraved on a 
slab of stone in the first prdkdra of the Mahadova temple at Ch&lai, a suburb of 
Trivandrum; but as the slab is a detached piece which may have belonged to some 
other temple and may have found its way here, one cannot say whetlKa* the exist- 
ence of this fragment at Trivandrum can i elp any historical conclusiors.

This tragmentary Tamil record is engraved on a stone which was once used 
as a parapet for a flight of steps of the Guhanathasvainiii temple at Cape Comorin. 
Its beginning is lost; but it is dated in the 31st year of a king, whose name must 
have been mentioned in the missing introductory portion. On account of the high 
regnul year- 31, tlie record must belong either to llajendrachoja or RajadhirS-ja, 
Who reigiied for more than 31 years and whose other records dated in that year are 
actually found in this ten)ple. The insa’iption cannot belong to Parantaka who also 
had a reign exceeding 31 years, because the temple came into existence in the reign 
6f Rajaraja cnly; and palajographioally this epigraph cannot be attributed to Ku- 
lOttunga either. From the wording of the ccncluding p->rtiori of this epigraph, it

Four Chola-Pandya records from Gape Comorin. 

It has already been stated that Rajendrachola I had organised his southern 
and south-western conquests iutr, one viceroyalty and had appointed his son Su- 
ndarachola to that administrative charge under the coiiibined title of Choia- 
Paodya*' This viceroy had als'^ assumed the distinctively Pandya of Jata- 

varman, and his records ranging in date up to the 28th year have been found in 
southern Travancorc and the adjoining Tinnevelly district. One of the Cape Co- 
morin epigraphs dated in the 10th year of his viceroyalty corresponding to a. d. 
1033 registers the gift made by a maid-servant of the Chola queen Nambira^friyar 
Mukkokkilaxiadign}, apparently his mother and the queen of Rajendrachola. 

The successor of Jatavarmati Sundara§6la-Paijdya was Vikraraa§ola-Papdya, 
who had adopted the other Pandya title of Majavarmao. The latest regral year, 
discovered in his lithic records is the 27th,^ and the two Cape Comorin epigraphs 
belonging to him are respectively dated in the 20th and 27th years of his viceregal 
administration. Owing to their damaged coidition, these inscriptions cannot now 
be restored in their entirety, but it can be surmised that they relate to the usual 
gifts of sheep for the maintenance of a perpetual lamp in the Kanya-Bhatariy&r 
temple at the Cape.

Nine records from Nagercoil. 

The subjoined nine inscriptions come from the Nagaraja temple at Nager- 
ooil in south Travancore. Eight of them have been found engraved on the huge 
slabs of stone which have been set up inside the temple and in the outer prdkdra^ 
while the record of Kollarn 764 has been incised on the west wall of the Kri- 
shu‘.i shrine. 

Of the eight inscriptions on the slabs, six range in date between Kollarn 
681 and 697 and refer to the gifts of lands made at different times for the conduct 
of worship and the supply of offerings to the images of Nagar and NUgaraja in 
the temple. The lands were left in the custody of Kerala-Narayanao Gunavlra- 
Pandita and Jlvakarudaiyati Karaalavahana-Pandit;), who were supervising the 
temple alfairs. It has already been mentioned ante- that the Nagercoil temple 
was originallv a Jaina place of worship dedicated to ParSvanatha, the twenty*third 
iirthatikara of the Jaina acharyas* An inscription at PuravaSgri, a village close 
by, mentions that some lands dedicated as pallichchandam in Kottayu were uti- 
lised for the Vishnu temple of Puravari-chaturvedimahgalam in Kollarn 336. The 
gifts of lands to the Nagar a ja temple which have been denominated as pallich- 
chandam, the Jaina names of the supervisors, Gunavira-Pandita and Kamala- 
vahana-Paiidita, and the discovery of Jaina images of Mahavira and ParSvanatha 
sculptured on the pillars of the mandapa in front of the shrine, are all confirma- 
tory pieces of evidence in support of the Jaina origin of the Nagercoil temple. 
This temple must have continued to be Jaina till about the first half of the 8th 
century of the Kollarn era, and, situated as it is in the midst of a Hindu popula- 
tion, it must have been gradually Hinduized into, or at least mistaken as, a temple 
of Tiruvanantalvar (the serpent Ananta or Adisesha). The serpent-hood, the 
(characteristic iconographic symbol of Parsvanatha must also have considerably 
helped this wrong identification; for in Kollarn 764, we find a certain individual 
'J'irukkurnkaipperurna}, apparently a Vaishnava from his name, gave a donation 
of some money for offering worship to god Tiruvanantalvar in this temple and to 
an image of N.l-gar which he had set up there. 

We know from the introductory (pdyiram) verses of Nemindtham and the 
Vajjanaridimalai {Venbdppdttiyal) that these two grammatical works were com- 
posed by a Jaina author named Gunavrra-Pan(lita who hailed from Kalandai, that 
his pncceptor’s nann* was Vajjanandi of Kalandai and that these works were 
named as such in Isonoiir respectively of the tirihafikara NeminS.tha of Mayilai 
(My!a{)orc) and the author's preceptor Vajjamndi.

Kari-llatr.akavirayar, the commentator of the Mdranalankdram of Tiruk- 
kurukaippcrumaJ-Kavirayar quotes from the Nemmdiham, and as both the author 
and commentator of the above-mentioned work on rhetoric are understood to have 
been contemporaries and as the Tirukkuridcdmdtimiyam by the same author is 
known from its colophon to have been composed in Kollam 723^ or a. d. 1c47j 
emindtham must have been written sometime earlier than a. d. 1550 approxi- 
mately. 

The I’eferences to Gunavira-Pandita, the author of the Sinnid or the Nemi- 
ndtham^ and to Mandalav'a of the Niyhanthu-Chuddmani in the half verses:

Padikkasuppulavar, the composer of this centum of panegyrical stanzas, flourished 
in the 17th century, his date furnishes only a later lower limit to GupavTra and 
jVIandalapurusha.

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111 his Nemindtham, Gu^avira glorifies god Ngrninatha of Teftmayilapuri 
(or the modern Mylapore), and although there is now no Jaina vestige at that 
place, it is possible that at the time when the Nemindtham was composed, some 
Jaina shrine was in existence; and the fact tliat Avirodhi-alvar, the Jaina author 
of the Tirumirrantddi also begins his work with a benedictory verse in adoration 
of Neminatha of Mayilapuri goes to confirm the existence of a Jaina place of wor- 
ship at Mylapore, a few centuries ago.

The tradition mentioned in the introduction to the Tirunurrantadi {^endamil 
Series No. 7) is that, owing to the incursions of the sea that occurred about three 
(‘cnturies ago, the Jaina temple of Nemichandra at Mayilai was in imminent danger 
of being washed away and that the image of the Tirthankara was however mira- 
culously saved and transported to Tiruvanmiyur, a village three miles inland. A 
similar story is current in regard to the Hindu temple of Kapali§vara at Mylapore, 
that it originally stood nearer the present seashore, and that owing to the danger 
of its being engulfed by the sea, it was removed further inland about three cen- 
turies ago. In support of this displacement, it may be pointed out that recent 
excavations conducted near the St. Thome Church at the instance of Fr. H. Hosten 
of Darjeeling have brought to light a Jaina image and many stone fragments of 
pilasters, cornices and other mouldings which had once belonged to a Hindu or a 
Jaina temple. As the .seashore was much farther off at the time of Fr. Xavier’s 
visit to Mylapore in a. d. 1547, as Mylapore had suffered considerable damage at 
the hands of the Muhammadans in a. d. 1622, and as the original church on the 
present site of the St. Thome Cathedral was constructed in a. d. 1644, we may 
safely infer that ilie Jaina temple had ce.ased to exist in the beginning of the 17th 
century a. d. or somewhat earlier. All these points give only the lower limit for 
GunavTra’s date. 

In his article on ^ Mandalapurusha and his age\^ Pandit M. Raghava 
Ayyangar has attempted to prove that Mandalapurusha, the author of the (Jhudd- 
mani-Nigarithu, flourished as a contemporary of the Vijayanagara king Krishna- 
devaraya (a. d. 1509-30) and that a Tamil manuscript in the Oriental Manu- 
scripts Library at Madras mentions a J aina-ac/taryo named Gunabhadra, who had 
in the time of the same sovereign sent some learned pandits to reform certain 
defects in the Jaina temples in the Tamil districts- But we have however no 
means of ascertaining whether Gunabhadra the preceptor of Mandalapurusha 
Gunavira - Pandita of the two grammatic-al works mentioned above, and the 
Gunavira - Pandita of the Nagercoil records could have been identical. Gu^a- 
bhadra was a native of Tirunarungutiiyai, the author Gunavira-Pandita l>eloiiged to

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Kalandai, while the native place of his namesake of the Nagercoil epigraphs is not 
known. The fact that some individuals from TirunayuAgondai^ had indeed co- 
lonised at Chitaral, a famous Jaina centre in South Travancore, as evidenced by a 
Vatteluttu record found there, does not help us much. 

The name — Kamalavahana-Pandita — of the colleague of Gunavlra-Pandita 
in the Nagercoil temple is only vaguely reminiscent of PankayamalarttaJ-Pandita of 
Tirumalai (S. Arcot Dt.), who had given his imprimatur to the Venbdppdttiyal of 
his friend Gunavira-Pandita, the author;

but Kamalavahana is distinctly synonymous with PankayamaJarttal. 

The dates of the Nagercoil epigraphs of Guiiavira Pandita, Kollam 681-97 
or A. D. 1505-20, happen, however, to suit Mr. Raghava Ayyangar’s date for 
Gunabhadra, the preceptor of Mandalapurusha ; but for establishing an identity 
between them sojue more condusive arguments are needed. These facts have, 
however, been mentioned here, so as to facilitate further enquiry. 

In Kollam 7G4, the temple was the recipient of some money from Tiruk- 
kurukaipperumal of Kumbikkulam in KaruAgula-nadu: but this individual appears 
to be dift'erent from the author of the Mdranalaiikdram, who was also called 
Tirukkurukaippcrurnal'-^ and who had composed his Tirukkurukdmdtimiyam''^ in 
Kollam 728 and the above-mentioned work on Rhetoric a few years later, because 
the native jdace of the latter was Alvar-Tirunagari itself. 

One of the records subjoined distinctly mentions that the gift was made 
in Kollam 696 by Sahkaranarayana Vetirumankonda BhutalavJra Vira Udaiya- 
marttandavannati of Jayatunganadu who was the senior member of the Siraivay 
family, for the expenses of the service called the VTra-Marttandan-sawc??’ instituted 
in his name. This record was issued when the king was staying in his new palace 
at the brahman colony named VIramaritanda-chaturvedimanji'alam which he had 
founded at Kalakkadu aliaa Sohikulavallipuram. The other records do not speci- 
fically mention the kings’ names, but only state that the several orders were issued 
from some royal camp or other.

Of these Nos. 2 to 6 belong to Vlra-Udaiyamlrttandavarman who is known from 
his other records, found in Nanji-nadu and in the Tinnevelly district to have been 
reigning from the Kollam year 691-2. No. 1 dated in Kollam 681 may fjossibly 
have to be attributed to a different king. From a record at Ambasamudram ^'e 
learn that in Kollam 683, a temple for god Bhutalavlra-Ramavarma-Pijlaiyar was 
erected by certain kaikkolas; and the Travancorc king of that time may have been 
Ramavarman. It is vberefore likcl}’ that V^Ira Ramavarman was the kii]g of Tra- 
vancore at the time of the earliest of the Nagercoil records, namely, in Kollam 
681, although it is not impossible that Uduiyamarttanda may have lijcn the kino" 
referred to in that record also.

When king Udaiyamarttandavarmai) was .staying at Sivalamangalam on 
the 21st day of the month of ArpaSi in the Kollam year 681, a gift was made as 
pallichchandam of several pieces of land (wdiose extent is given in great detail) in 
Mulaiyaljur-parju in Nafiji-nadu, aggregating in all to 20 md. These were left 
in the custody of the two priests of the temple, Kerala-Narayanali alias Guijavlra- 
Pandita and Jlvakariidaiyati alias Kamalavahana-Pap<Jita, who promised to pro- 
vide for the expenses of the following items to the gods Nagar and NagarSja at 
Xagerkoyil in Kottar alias Mummudisolapuram; 
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pdyasam for the morning service, oil for the sacred bath and for the lamps; 
rice offerings during the noon and night services; 
twice this scale during Sundays; 

and a special scale during the Sundays of the month of Tai, inclusive. of 
clothes, dahhinai (fees), garlands, rosewater, camphor, saffron etc., connected with 
the special worship. 

The king remitted certain fcixcs which were due to be levied on these 
lands, and from this income the above-mentioned worship had to be conducted in 
the temple. 

From these offerings, a portion of cooked rice was also ordered to be dis- 
tributed to the garland -supplier and the drummer.

Abstract of Contents. 


On the 22iid day of the month of Afti in the Kollam year 820* which was 
current after Saka 1567, -a Friday with saptami of the first fortnight and Uttiram- 
nakshatra. MaluvarNambiar Maiuva-Nambi and Tambirankutti-Sadiyan collected 
money from several individuals, cast a makaratdrariM-viiakku (an arch of lamps) for

Three records from Yalvichchakottam. 

“The village of Valvichchakottam contains two temples, one dedicated to 
BhagavatT and the other called the Tiruppa^^mkodu-kshetram, to Siva. The latter 
is nearly a mile away from the former. The deity in the temple of Bhaga- 
vatT is the goddess in her MahishasuramardinT aspect. It •'is a large sized 
one, well carved in stone. The beautiful outer mandapa has six huge pillars, 
three in each row, north and south, bearing representations of gods such as Natara- 
ja. Kali, etc., and two other piilars at the east entrance bearing images of Rati and 
Manmatha. The central shrine is rectangular, and the small mandapa adjoining 
it contains, in its ceiling, miniature representations of some of the episodes of the 
Rdmayana. The central shrine of the TiruppaQ^jikSdu-kshetram has a circumam- 
bulatory passage enclosed by a circular wall with a high-topped roof. In it is a 
detached namaskdra-ma^dapa with an image of Nandi. Leaving a spacious court- 
yard there is a surrambalam. In the circular top-portion of the iikhara, four large- 
sized wooden images are placed, Indra in the east, Dakshinamurti in the south, 
Yoga-Narasimha in the west, and Brahma in the north’*. ‘ 

A short note on the origin and significance of the name of the village may 
be of interest. The original designation, of which the present incorrect popular 
form is ValvichchakSUam, seems to have been (Vdl-kalugichcha^kdtfam) or Vdl-vai- 
ttakottam 'the place where the sword was washed and kept’. It occurs in the latter 
form in an inscription dated Kollain 795 found in the BhagavatT temple in the 
same village. The Tolkdvpiyann and PurapporuL-vSnhd-mdlai describe the ‘sword- 
washing ceremony’ in the following s?2tra5:

This ceremony, an old institution among the Tamilians, was celebrated by a victo- 
rious king who, returning triumphant from a battle, placed his reeking sword on 
the image of Durga and ofifcjred worship to both, with flowers, sandal paste and 
frankincense. The sword was then taken round in a well-attended procession to 
the river -side, if a river happend to flow past the village where the ceremony 
took place.

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It is noteworthy that the principal temple of this village is appropriately 
one of goddess Bhagavatl, and that it was erected in Kolia m 410 by a private in- 
dividual of Melaimarudattur for the welfare of the Travancore sovereign 'Venatta* 
digal’, who was presumably VIra Kavi-Keralavarman of the Manalikkarai record 
(T. A. S. Yol. Ill, p. 59). It appears therefore likely that the temple was built in 
commemoration of some victories gained by this king, the nature of which is not, 
however, determinable now. 

Out of the eight pillars, supporting the mandapa in front of this Bhaga- 
vatr shrine, two contain life-size representations of Nataraja and Kali in dancing 
attitudes. These complementary figures were popular motifs among the sculptors 
of the 17th and 18th centuries, and many specimens of them can l)e found in the 
Madura and Tinnevelly Districts. The other complementary pairs of figures facing 
each other from opj)osite })illars are Lakshmuna and Indrajit, Arjuna and Karna 
etc. These pairs of images of epic heroes were also a characteristic product 
of this period, and found great popularity in the buildings erected by the Madura 
Nayakas. 

Of the three records edited below, the first probably belongs, as already 
noted, to the time of VIra Ravi-Keralavarma;i-Tiruvadi, who was the Travancore 
king in Kollam 410, the date of that record. It mentions that a private indivi- 
dual named Aranga-Narayanaft of Melaimarudattur and some others built the 
shrine of Bhagavatl for their own merit and for the prosperity of their eountry 
and its king. 

The two other inscriptions are in Tamil verse and are engraved on both 
sides of the entrance into the temple. They record the fact that Trivikraman of 
Mullamangalam, had the otiaikkal-mandapa in the immediate presence of the 
Goddess built in Kollam 97n, and that Damodarat) of Mullamangalam died three 
years later in Kollam 978 after having built some portions. 

The date of the first of these epigraphs is also readable as Kollam 978; but 
the full astronomical details furnished in it, namely, Aypasi 7, Friday, da§ami of 
the first fortnight, and Avittam-nakshatra work out (juite correctly only for a 
day in Kollam 975, which is quite a possible reading for the existing traces of the 
letters in the record. The Pkiglish equivalent of this date is a. d. 1619, October 8, 
Friday; '21; '23. The date of completion of the mu kha- mandapa was Kollam 
978, Pahguiii '4 X 6 -h 1), tritlya of the first fortnight, and Kartiigai-nakshatra. 
Pangmii 25 was a Sunday with dvitlya-tithi throughout, and nakshatra was Bha- 
rani which commenced at '71 of that day ; whereas Pahgutii 26, a Monday had tri- 
tiya tithi commencing from '06 and Krittika *81. If we take the solar day given 
in the expression 'ndldrodofiri' as incorrect by a day for 26; we get the English 
equivalent to be a. d. 1623, March 24, Monday; 3’06; 3-81; but it somelimes hap- 
pens that there is a difference of date by one between the east and the west coast 
calendars 

One other record belonging to this temple is a pillar label mentioning the 
name of the vdrii/an Kali-SaUkarati, while the balikkal inscription at Tiruppafliii- 
kodu contains, in an early form of \ atteluttu script of the 10th century approxi- 
mately, the name of a private man of Kulikkodu, who had ])robabl}- contributed 
that monument for the temple.

It is dated in KoUam 670 and registers the royal gift made to the Vishrku temple 
in that village on the second day of the month of Kumbha of that year, when the 
Travancore king, whose name has not been given, ^vas himself staying in his new 
palace at Vlrakeralapuram in Muttalaikkurichchi. 

The god has been referred to as Aditta-viiiuagur-Emberumao, and it 
follows therefore that the temple may have been consecrated by a king named 
Adityavarma^i, wlio lived some time prior to Koliam 670. We know of a few

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Travaiicore rulers, who answered to this name and who lived before the middle of 
the 7th century of the KoHam Era,

Of these, Nos. 3 and 4 appear to be identical. The two kings mentioned in the 
Tirukkuriingudi'* and the Vadaseri records may have been Vaishnava de^•otees, 
and the village of Kpishna^jkoyil may liave got its new name of Adityavarma-cha- 
turvedimaiigalam from the earlier of these two kings. Adit}^a\'arman, the possible 
builder of the Tovalai temple, may have been either of these two. Though it is 
rather difficult to decide specifically which of them he may have been, the chances 
of identifying him with No. 4 are someA\'hat greater, because he was actually ruhng 
in Kollam 6 59; and, as he had territory on the other side of the Ghats also, he may 
ha\t‘ constructed the Vishnu temple at Tovalai which lies on the main road 
through the Aruvaymoli Pass. 


A few records found at Triblmvanum,'* Kallidaikkurichchi' and Quilon'^ 
refer to a king named V'^Tni-Kerala and Jayasirnha VIi’a-Kerala and range in datc^ 
from Kollam 661, Ma§i 29 to Kollam 671, Mithuna 26. The Kallidaikkurichchi in- 
scription further mentions tliat the lease of some lands in Piqjal to some tenant 
for maintaining the Vlrakeralan-^ndi in the KaraJiift-Satta^j temple of Sattarp- 
agali in Kallidaikkurichchi was sanctioned by the king in Kollam 670, A^ii 26, 
while he -was encamped at his fort-residence at Yilangulam. It therefore appears 
possible that this fa’ng was at Mutta}aikkurichchi on the 2nd Kumbham of the 
year 670 at the time of making the gifts to the Tovalai temple, and that he then 
proceeded to Vilafigulam, a fcAv months later. It may therefore be assumed that 
the donor of the TOvalai record was Ylra-Keralavarman, unless it be that king 
Adityavarma© himself had continued to li\ e on to Kollam 670 as a co-ruler along 
^\■ith Vira-Keralavarman. This latter fact can be decided only if other inscrip- 
tions of Adityavarman dated later than Kollam 659 are found.

This order Avas issued on the 2nd Kumbham of the Kollam year 670. and 
when king was stiying in his new palace at A irakeralesvararn in Aluttalaikuyichehi, 
he further ordered the engraving of thi.s deed on stone and coppei’, so that the 
tdnattors and the I'hnttas may conduct it, as long as the moon and tlie sun endure

Nos. 128 & 129 — Inscriptions at Muttam near Cape Comorin. 

Muttam is a siiburit a mile to the north-east of Cape (.’ojnorin, and it con- 
tains a small thatched church, iiear which two stone slabs are found with inscrip- 
tions dated in Kollam 660 and 7(U. The; fine Roman Catholic Cathedral of recent 
date is in Kanyakumari proper, and an outhouse attached to this church has a 
huge tombstone nearly 10' in lengtliand 2*5' in brea<ltli, which must have once been 
laid flush over the graAc of Cas])cr Coenrad .Smith of Hamburg, Avhose death in 
A. D. 1726, the epitaph on the stone purports to record. (See tianslation by Fr. 
Hosten). 

One oi the two records from Aluttjim published beloAv is dated in Kollam 
669, corresponding to a. n. 1494, about four years preAuous to the first landing of 
Vasco da Gama at Calicut, in June 149S, The otlier is dated three decades later in 
Kollam 701 (=a. o. 1526) and Air. Alackenzie has cited this also in his Jlutory 
of Ghristiariity in Ti acaivore, as an edict in faA’our of the Christians. On the 
antiquity of the Cape Comorin chnrch, Duarte llarbosa. the ‘‘Father of the Rortu- 
gueso Indian story,” has stated as follows : 

•‘At this CajX' Coniory (Knmari: Comorin), there is an ancient church of 
Christians which AA’as founded In the Armenians (Syrians) Avho still direct it and 
perform in it the* <li\ ine .service (if Christians and have crosses on the altars. All 
mariners (after a coinmoii Indian custom) pay it a tribute and the Portuguese cele- 
brate a mas- thcT-e Avheii they pass. There iire there many tombs amongst which

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there ii> one which has written on it a Latin epitaph: Hic’jac Catuldus Gnlli hlins 
({ui obiit anno ” 

On the last i)oint, however, Mr. M’c Dames, the editor of the Book of 
Duarte Barbosa for the Hakluyt Society (1921) has expressed some doubts and is 
dis|)Osed to treat it as ‘^a rather late interpolation” {f n4ian Antiquary 1923, 
p. 106); but Sh* R. C. Temple, Bt., c. u., c. i. e., f. s. a,, has, on pages 131-32 
of tlie same journal, questioned the finality of this disposal, saying that: 

‘'so precise a statement as this should be capable of corroboration, but I 
havf not met with any in the authorities open to me, old or new. Tt has been 
suggested that as the Portuguese used every effort to ])ut down the acti\ ities of 
the Syrian Christians, the church mentioned may have ceased to exist even in the 
seventeenth century. But in regard to the fact that all Indians revere tombstones, 
the rtmiains of such may even now be found to exist, if sought for, and their 
foundations may be discovered.” 

It has not been possible to trace this tombstone now. Barbosa's observation 
in regard to the collection of some light toll from mariners for the upkeep of the 
cliurch at Ca])e Comorin is a distinct echo of the regulations engra\'ed in the edict 
dated in Kollam 669. about a quarter of a century earlier. In this record, the 
Tra^•ancore king of the time, who was perhaps Liini Ivorala-Tiruvadi, though his 
name has not been specificidly mentioned in it, grantt‘d some tax-exomj)tions to 
the residents of Kumari-muttam, and also authorised the levy of a light cess from 
the fishermen and on the transport boats (called uru and sambaii) that passed the 
Kovaikkulam haven in Kumari-muttam, carrying padd\’ and other cargo to and 
fro along the coast. The details of these items of income are given in detail, 
namely, a sort of tax on each net of the varieties known as 'madi-vatau vdlai-vulai. 
■idlai-valai and (the amount of tax is not given), a toll of one 

on the l)oat.^ which lade and unlade at the port, a royalty of a small quantity of 
paddy i'rom every boat carrying that foodstuff, and a simiLir seignorage from the 
(la v’s haul of fish in the same village. A commission of om panam was permitted 
to be levied on every sambdri of cargo(?) sold. Certain im]X)sts such as the mili- 
tar\- cess (^padaippanaTn), the pirisanda-kdnikkai (this has been taken to mean 
'"rewai-ds to soldiers,” — State Manuaf Vol. Ill, p. 148 — but l)oth the reading and 
its inter])retation are only tentative, as the records is damaged at this place), and 
tile right-hand and left-hand taxes on certain classes of the people were also re- 
mitted. From this aggregate income, lights had to be kept liurning in the church 
{ path') of the village. 

(.)n the Avord sambdu which has been used in this inscription in the sense of 
a Duarte Barbosa lias an interesting note {Ind. Ant. 1023. p. 168): 


l Madi-valai is a net in which small fish are caught It is a double net, the inner one being of 
siuall ineslies, and the outer of larger. Safai-valai is a coir net of large incshes used for oateh- 
ing outer s<J7o;-fi8h. SatM-valai is a net made from hemp (iattal) to catch big fish. This 
iniorination was furnished to me by Mr. Chidambaraki islma Ayyar of Cape Comorin 
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“A land belonging to the king of Coulam and to other lords who are sub- 
ject to him, which is called Quilicare wherein are many towns of the heatlien and 
inany others with heavens on the sea, where dwell many moors natives of the land. 
Its navigation is carried on in small craft which they call cJiampanes, in which 
Moors come to trade and «irry thither the goods of Cambaya. Here certain 
horses are of great value and they take cargos of rice and cloth and carry them to 
Malabar” — 

and Sir R. C. Temple has discussed the etymology of the word, establishing its 
derivation from a Chinese source where it is said to mean “three planks”, with 
reference to the method of build of the small boats in question. It ma}’ also be 
noted that at Manakkudi, another village a few miles up the coast, there was in 
those days a huge granary in granite, called the Manakkudi-kalafijiyam, which 
was used for storing large quantities of paddy prior to lading on Iwats that distri- 
buted this cargo to other places along the coast. These boats had to pay a seigno- 
rage on their eargo, when they halted at Kovaikkularn and Kumari-rnuthim 
havens, and this commission was called nel-edtippu^ or a light brokerage of paddy 
taken out of each boat. This practice of levying brokerage in kind is current even 
now in weekly markets in South India. 

The second record has been interpreted to l3e* 

•‘a royal writ for redressing the grievan(?es of the Christian Paravas, which 
was sent to the Senior and Junior Kanga^i (the headman and his assistant among 
the Hindu fishermen) who resided in the haven at Kumari-muttsmi, commanding 
them that they should not thereafter molest or harass in any way the Christians 
who were (exempted from pajing the taxes due to the village community of the 
heathens, such as idafigai and valafigai-panam^ padaippanam^ prachanda-kdnik- 
kai etc.” 

The purport of the inscription seems to be that Sjraivay-mCittavar, the 
Travancore king Udaiyamarttandavarmati removed t^ertain disabilities which the 
fisherfolk were laboiu'ing under, such as injustice, tyranny, blackmail, confiscation 
of fish etc., and promised them direct protection so that they may thereafter live 
in security. In this connection, the following extract from the letter of Francis 
Xavier written on the 7th September 1544 from Tiruchendur is noteworthy. “My 
chief motive is to do somethitig at once for the unfortunate Christians who have been 
driven out of Tuticorin imd Bembare, and to secure for them a fixed and safe 
place of settlement in the dominions of the Gretit King. The first thing that I 
shall settle with Iniquitribirim, and with the utmost diligence, will be to get him 
to assign a certain territory where these most miserable exiles may dwell unhun 
and in peace.” It is not known if Udaiyamarttandavarman’s record of Kollam 
701 originated from a similar representeition made by others 33 years earlier. 
Ahpxidxifpugalidam was the title of the Travancore king VTra Rama-Ramavarma:n 
(Kollam 646-54), 2 and it is possible that VTra Udaiyamarttandavarraatj also 
affected that title in view of his behig the ‘succourer of the oppressed*. It is Jilso 
found in another record,^ which l)e5irs a great resemblance to this inscription 
in its wording.

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It is learnt that ^Kaiikaif is a title prevalent among the Paravas of the 
Cape Comorin c»ast, signifying the headman among them, and that it is now pre- 
sented to them by the ruling king on payment of an adiyara or a deposit of 
money. These headmen had wielded such considerable power in the fishermen 
comniimity in those days, that the name has almost become proverbial for autocra- 
tic behaviourk A family at Kovalarn/near Cape Comorin is said to perpetuate 
this name for its senior male member. Two other titles among the Paravas are 
Antarai and Kdniyalau. The title of Kafikan is somewhat reminiscent of 
or supervisor but it cannot; Ix} asserted whether there in really any affinity between 
these two words. 

The expression *paMikkiimddinitk.knm* is not quite clear. Palll is the name 
of the place of worship of the Bauddha, Jairui, Muhammadan and Christian reli- 
gions; but it must refer to a church here. Odinukku is the chanting of prayers in 
churclies, but I am not sure if the word carries that meaning here. 

St. Xavier is reputed to have performed many miracles during his stay in 
South Travancore, and one of them is said to have taken place at the village of 
Mutan, as is evident from the following paragraph. 

“The scene of the first of these miracles was Mutan, a town as it seems, on 
the coast where, as he was passing through the street one day, he met a funeral 
procession, as our Lord met that which was bearing to the grave the widow’s son. 
The body was that of a youth who had died of a malignant fever, and had been 
kept twenty-four hours unburied in a shroud, ‘as the manner is of that country’, 
says the writer before us. When Francis ‘met the bier and saw the dead youth 
led by the prayers of the parents and ]Mtying their bereavement, he knelt down, 
and raising his eyes to heaven, prayed to God for the life of the lad; then he 
sprinkled the body with holy water and bade them cut open the funeral shroud, 
and when the body was seen, he made the sign of the Cross over it, and taking 
him by the hand, bade him in the name of Jesus to live; and once the youth rose 
up alive, and he gave him sound and in good health to his parents. And they 
that sto^ by’, he adds, ‘mar\’^elled, and held what had been done for a great mira- 
cle, praising'^the holiness of Fraiicis, and in honour and memory of the deed erect-

Translation. 

On the 15tb day of the month of Chittirai in the Kcllam year 669, vve 
were pleased to order that, for the cocoanut oil (required) for the lamps in the 
palji (church) at Kumari-muttam, the following among the taxes due (to be 
levied) in the afore-mentioned harbour — namely — 

a tax on each madi-valm, on each vdlai-valai (net used for catching vdlai- 
lish or Trichuriis Septunts), on each sdlai’Valai (net for sardines), one each hempen

On 
the 2nd day of the month of Vri&chika in the Kollam year 338, Sekhara^gi alias 
Gangaikon^a&ola-valjuvana^alvao of Karittuyai made a gift of land for the 
conduct of daily worship in the temple of Kailasamudaiyar at Karumbaluvu. 
Ter alias Alagiya&olanallur, Pudugramam alias RajanarayaQa-chaturvedimaftga- 
1am, Keralachintamanip- Pallavaraiyar and Keralasantoshap- Pallavaraiyar are 
mentioned- Of these the last-named individual figures in a record of Purava§eri, 
dated in Kollam 336. 

The second inscription in the same temple is engraved on the four sides of 
a pillar. It is dated in Kollam 030 and is therefore only 170 years old. It relates 
to a private endowment for the conduct of worship in the temple.

Abstract of Contents. 


In the Saka year 1676 (expired) which corresponded to Kollain 930, on the 
15th day of the month of Tai — a Friday with dvada§i-tithi of the first fortnight, 
and Makha-nakshatra, Viriyapperumal-Sivattanuvaii of Karuppukkottai in Nafi- 
ji-nadu, gave some lands for the conduct of worship to god Kailasamudaiyar 
during certain festival days and on pradosIm-dsLys. 

The details of the boundaries of the land are given, and the scale of expendi- 
ture to be conducted in the temple is also mentioned in great elaboration. 

Nos. 133 & 134 — Two records from Pudugramam. 

The .subjoined two record.s are found engraved on the south wall of the 
central shrine of Alagiyamanavala-Perumal temple at Pudugramam near Suclun- 
dram in South Travancore. The script of the two inscriptions is Tamil. 

The inscriptions are dated in Kollam 538 and 541 respectively, but unfortun- 
ately the kings’ names are not specificixlly mentioned, though the fact is recorded that 
the kings were encamped at Kottar and Amarapati on the occasion of the two gifts. 
The first record registers the gift of two ma of land for the god of the temple who 
is named [Jdaiyamarttanda-vinnagar-Emberumati: and from this, it is inferable 
that the temple owed its existence to a Travancore king named I daiyamarttanda- 
varman. In the inscriptions hitherto copied, we have not come across a Ddaiya- 
marttaiidavarman in Kollam 538- The Keralapuram inscription dated in Kollam 
491 rnfSntioiis a king named Vira I'daiyamarttandavarman Tiruvadiyar alias Vl- 
ra-Pandyadeva, but we do not know if he ruled as late as Kollam 538 and whether 
he was responsible for the setting up of the image in tliis temple. Two other Tra- 
vancore riders bearing the name of Udaiyamarttandavarman were, 

1. Udaiyamarttandavarman of the Tiruvayambadi and Tiruvattaju re- 
cords — Kollam 359. 

2- VIra Ravi Udaiyamarttandavarman of the Ayrur plates — Kollam 
426. 

From the second record we learn that this gift of two md of land was supple- 
mented by another gift of 1 md of laud made by the younger brother of the donor

This land shall be enjoyed from this day, stones bearing c/<a^a-marks shall 
l)e fixed in the four boundaries, (the deed) shall be engra\'ed on stone and copper, 
and the expenses shall be provided. 


Nos. 135 to 141 — Cochin inscriptions. 

The subjoined inscriptions in Vatteluttu and Malay alam Avere copied from 
a few places in the Cochin State in the previous years. Their bare texts have been 
given below in the order in which they have been registered in the Annual Reports 
of the Travancore Archaeological Deymrtment, with the addition of such short 
notices of their importance as may be absolutely necessary, because the Cochin 
Archa'ologicjil Department is likely to. edit them in gi’eater detail in its public 
(.•atioiis.

The ilrdr^ the members of the assembl}’ and the pud^ivdl of Paraiyur met 
under (the auspices of) the king (?) and unanimously drafted the following 
regulation : — 

The tax, which Sankaranarayana^i has to pay to the god {hhatdraha) of 
Peruvaram on (the lands called) Pun^ju-kadu and Pulaiyannadaip-pu^i^ju which 
he had obtained (with libation of water), is that he should supply sixty of 
ghee during a year. The uravy the assembly or the poduvdl shall not enter these 
lands,. eject (the tenant) or distrain property, nor shall they cause either good or 
evil to the tenants of the village. 

I'his stipulated ((quantity of) s\^ty pang k shall be supplied every 3 ^ear. If 
there is any omission in this supply, owing to negligence, double the quantity of 
default shall be recovered. The iirdr, the assembly or the poduvdl shall not say 
that (any) ghee in excess should be recovered.

On the east base of the dhvajastambha or flag-staff in front of the Siva 
temple at Sendamahgalam, is found the following Sanskrit verse engraved in Mala- 
yalam characters. It records that the Paliyattu-Achchan erected the flag-staff on 
the Kali day expressed by the chronogram *datiadravgat'ddh{ samyaF or 1791268*.

The t'ollowiritr two ilohas are engraved in Malayalaiii chai’acters on the east 
base of the surru-mandapa of the Siva temple at Tiruvanjaikkalam. They state 
that king Ramavarman (of Cochin) had a lamp-pavilion (dipa-matam) built by his 
ministers for the god VaflchuleSa and that he also built another after the comple- 
tion of certain repairs which were undertaken in the temple. The date of these 
architectural activities is furnished in the chronograms, dorddandam-yajhajushtam 
and dehe slokdnujushte respecti\'ely in the two ^'erses, and they correspond to the 
same Kali day 1801388 : i- e., Kolkm 100 G, Makaram 28.

This Sanskrit verse in Malayalam characters is found on the south and east 
bases of the mandapa in front of the central shrine in the same temple. It men- 
tions that Govinda, the Paliyesa, being commanded by the Matabhupati (the 
Cochin king), renovated the temple of Vanchule§a, which had been desecrated by a 
heretic {sdstrahdhya). The date of this reconstruction is mentioned by the chro- 
nogram nyakshendnnaddha-saukhyam^ i.e., the Kali day 1790591 corresponding to 
Kollam 976, Mithunam. The Cochin king was apparently king Ramavarman of 
No. 82 above, and the barbarian who had destroyed the temple must 

have been Tippu- Sultan, who had invaded Cochin at this })eriod.

The subjoined Vat.telnttu inscription is engraved on a stone built into the 
floor of the first prdkdra of tlie Vishnu temple at Tirukkulasekharapuram near 
Tiruvahjaikkaiam. The right-hand edge of the stone has been broken off and the 
lines do not tlan^eforc run on continuously, and the bottom portion also has been 
chipped off. Although the name of the temple at Tirukkulasekharapuram has not 
been mentioned in the available portion of the record, it is possible that some ten- 
ancy deed connected with a Held called Neytarrarai belonging to that temple is the 
subject matter of the inscription. 

The preamble mentions that the ndlu~tali or the four assemblies met unani- 
mously on the Tire vonam day in the month of Aippikai of a particular year in 
which Jupiter stood in Idavam. These incomplete astronomical details do not fix 
the date of the inscription; but the script is approximately assignable to the end of 
the 12th century a. d. The significance of ndlu’taU has already been explained in 
Part I, Vol. V of the Travancore Archceological Series. 

Owing to the fracjrnentary nature of this record, it has not been translated.

l)ut as the .Kollam date has not been furnished, it is not possible to find out the 
date when this Vishpu temple was built. The Vatteluttu script is roughly assign- 
able to the 11th century a. d., and 195 years earlier would carry the temple back 
to the 9th century a. d., t<.' the very beginning of or even perhaps cjirlier than the 
institution of the Kollam era. 

TirukkulaSekharapurain must have owed its origin to a Chera king called 
Kulasekhara, and the V^ishnu temple may have been built in his reign. There 
were two or three kings of this name in that period. The Vaishnava Alvar, who 
is believed to have flourished in the Ixigiiming of the 9th century, and was a Kula§^ 
khara, was a devout Vishnu bJiakki; and he is considered to be the author of the 
devotional poem Mukunda-indla. The author of the two Sanskrit dramas, the 
Tapati-samvaranam and the Subhadra-dhananjayam was another Kulasekhamvar-

Nos. 142 to 144— Three records from Trichur. 

The follo^\4ug three inscriptions nre from the J^iva temple lit Trichur, 
whose inscriptional name is Tirnch(;hivappemr. These V^atteluttii records can be 
roughly assigned to the 12th century a. d.; but only the positions of Jupiter are 
mentioned in them. They relate to certain regulations which were made in re- 
gard to the tenancy rights of the temple lands. Kottuvayiraveli-kachcham is 
mentioned in two of the inscriptions^ and it is analogous to the Mulikkalakachcham 
Avhich has been referred to in the inscriptions of Peruneyil, and Tiruvanvan^ur 
in North Travancore. as exercising its jurisdiction over those temples. It may be 
noticed that the language of these inscriptions is Tamil, with but a very few 
Malayalam terminals.

Tlie following three transcripts are said to have been made from the cop- 
per-pLitcs, engraved in A'atTeluttu and belonging to the Chittiatte church at Vera- 
poly. As the impressions of the copper -pktes are not available, it has not been 
possible to check the readings. 

The documents are dated in Kollam 894, 936 and 956 respectively, and re- 
late to some transact ions connected with landed property. 

(1) This record registers the gift of some land made by Ravi-Rama-Kaim- 
mal to the Carmelite Father Mathew {Kdrmalitta-Mattdyi'pddiri) in the month of 
Mithuna of the Kollam year 894, for the purpose of building a church thereon. 
The land was bounded on the four sides by Atjavacheri-parambu, western kdyal, 
Malliyakkal-paramlai and the ^dn*-nilam. The signatory of the document was 
U nni- Kanda-M eii on . 


(2) This sale-deed is dated in Kollam 936 and refers to the sale of X^b pa- 
ra{f) of knd to Muppan-Padiri of the Carmelite Mission, b}- Kumara^j-Srlkantha- 
Tirumulpad of Mahnadu.
